Council Moves Ahead With 
Agenda Items Completed 


The City C:oii:ncil meet¬ 
ing in regular session on 
Tuesd'ay evening, March 25, 
after salute to the flag and 
invocation, approval of the 
mi.niutes of the past mc*etLng, 
opened the meeting with 
audience participation, and 
listened to those with indi- 
vdual problems. 

With no business to come 
before the <7RA, this portion 
of the meeting was dis¬ 
pensed with.

Al¬ 
though the request was high¬ 
er, an agreement for the 
next two years was reached 
on a fee of $7 for male or 
female and $3.50 on neutered 
male or spayed female. A 
comparison of other socie¬ 
ties im the area proved that 


the Pasadena Humane So¬ 
ciety offered the best plan 
at 'tlie low’est rates. 1,275 
re.gular licenses were issued 
in 1974 and 425 for neutered 
or spayed animals for a to¬ 
tal of 1700 licensed dogs. 
Council approved of the in¬ 
crease and authorized the 
City Attorney to bring in the 
necessary ordinance to shov/ 
the increase. 

A report was given by tlie

At this time Martin and 
Flandriek Inc. showed will¬ 
ingness to tackle the job of 
recodifying the code which 
would be spread over two 
years of time and would 
have to be separated from 
their regular retainer as City 
Attornies for the City.

Agreements 
With Arcadia 
Authorized 

Two agreemen t s were 
authorized by the City Cav.<n- 
cil at their meeting of Tues¬ 
day, Marcli 25, both of the 
agix'ements with the City of 
Arcadia. 

The first agreement wa.s 
for the City of Arcadia to 
upgrade their existbig rights 
to purchase water from the 
City of Sierra Madre from 
500 acre feet to 1000 acre 
feet. Public Works Adminis- 
tartor, Bernard Westkamiper 
reviewed the city’s presem 
water supply and deter¬ 
mined that the sale of addi¬ 
tional water will not ad 
versely affect the city’s 
water frutiiro requirements. 
The Water master also gave 
his approval. The new addi¬ 
tion will add abo’-st $12,500 
to the City Water Depar- 
ment revenues, plus the 
same amount for the first 
500 acre feet. 

The second agreement wa.s 
also with the City of Ar¬ 
cadia and wa.s for the pur¬ 
pose of purohasing approxi¬ 
mately 1500 gallons of un¬ 
leaded gasoline per month 
at a price of approximately 
42 cent per gallon plus 3 
cents per gallon overhead 
costs. 

When the new police unit.s 
were delivered to the city it 
was found that they must 
be operated with lun-leaded 
gasoline. Since no facilities 
for tills requirement can bo 
had at the City yards, and 
if the purchase was made

Dr. K’s Road 

A generation ago, or so, Dorothy Lamour, Bing Crosby 
and Bob Hope did a wacky series of ‘‘The Road To . . 
pictures that kept the trio in hot water constantly. 

Henry Kissinger is embarked on a “Road To . . . 
series in the quest of world peace which has every bit 
as many wacky twists and turns but a far more fateful 
purpose. 

Dr. K’s latest swing through the Middle East seems 
to have gained a point or two in the quest for a happy 
ending but America’s Secretary of State can use all the 
help he can get. He’s driving for us. 

That Arab Puzzle 

A groat deal has been said about the Arab boycott 
of firms around the world doing business with Israel. 
Without regard to the efficacy of boycotts which nations, 
individuals and groups use repeatedly, the Arabs aren’t 
coming off very well in U.S. public opinion in the present 
instance. 

In analyzing the rights and wrongs of the middle 
east dispute at least one stark fact is clear for all to see. 
People in the United States do not understand the Arab 
culture nor do most have much grasp of the history of 
the peoples and region. By the same taken the /Arab 
nations have demonstrated an equal lack of knowledge 
of the culture of this nation, or the history and motiva¬ 
tions of its {X'ople. 

Out of this mutual lack of knowledge a mistrust of 
motive has grown that makes balanced judgment dif¬ 
ficult. Secretary of State lleniy Ki.ssinger has demon¬ 
strated infinite patience in working out step by step an¬ 
swers to the problem and has been aided tremendously 
by thoughtful Arabic and Israeli leaders who also want 
a just solution. Flaunting a boycott of firms dealing with 
Israel simply makes the task more difficult. 

Smoggy Control 

Hot on the heels of the announcement that new 
government mandatt'd cataltyic convertors may more 
a menace* to hc'alth than a solution to auto pollution, the 
California Highway Patrol has orderc'd full enforcement 
of a controversial law rc'quiring installation of the de- 
vicos ott 196G-70 cars in South(*rn California. 

I>)n’t fault the Highway Patrol. 

The big dispute over whether catalytic converters are 
a hazard or solution should have been resolvt'd before the 
govc'rnment ordc*rc'd the things installed on cars in the 
first place, 'rhe answer still isn’t in. 

What sc*c*ms to lx* the trouble, according to opiwnnets 
of the converters, is that while the nc'w iwllution system 
is n'ducing the former dangc'r of deadiy carbon monoxide 
gas, this is Ix'ing ix'iilacc'd with a new pc'ril — sulfur emis¬ 
sions. There is a difference if opinion about whether the 
sulfur smell is just a nuisance or whether it poses a serious 
danger to pul)lic health. 

Now if they just hook another device on bc'hind 
the* prc'sent one it might gcq rid of the sulfur rather 
than pc*ople. 


No Honeymoon? 

California’s teachers and Governor Edmund G. Brown, 
Jr. didn’t have much of a honejTnoon. 

Candidate Brown ardently wooc'd the California Teach¬ 
ers Asscx’iation and won the support of the potent CTA. 

Brown put it this way when speaking Ix-fore the CTA 
State Councii of Education October 5, 1974: 

“I am here because I want your support. I need it. I 
think this election year is critical for the future of Cali¬ 
fornia, for the future of you, our schools, the childix'n, 
and the whole shape and tone of what this state, this 
countr>-, is ali about. I think you can play a big role in 
that. I want you to play a big role in my campaign, be¬ 
cause it’s an important campaign. I believe the choice is 
very clear.” 

In a position pafx'r on school finance releasi*d during 
the campaign Brown said: 

“To me, what is most essential is to insure that each 
child receives a decent t'ducation. Interdistrict equaliza- 
Uon is part of the answer, but the state must still recog¬ 
nize sfx'eial needs, such as vocational, bi-lingual, bi-cul- 
tural, cx)mjx*nsator>’, and early education programs. We 
will mc<*t the mandate of Serrano by raising low wealth 
districts to an t'quitable level of funding. The money 
requireti can be obtaintxi from general fund revenues. At 
the same time, the equalization formula should not pro¬ 
hibit higher-wealth districts from undertaking special pro¬ 
grams so long as they comply vrith the Itasic requirements 
of Serrano.” 

And so the CTA organized its 1,50,000 memlx'fship 
in support of the Brown campaign and poured several 
thousands of dillars into the campaign coffers in addi¬ 
tion. 

The first imix)rtant CTA backixi bill to come before 
the legislature was a $70 million proposal for increased 
state aid to schools to combat inflation. Governor Brown 
urged its defc*at and the committee put the measure on 
the back burner as a result. 

As the Governor said during the campaign: 

“If you have a unific'd voice of a Governor and a 
legislature working together with the same parly, you 
got action.” 

The m*xt big schooi finance bill to come before the 
legislature will be a bill by Senator Albert Rodda which 
would provide a $120 million school aid increase for 
next year. 

It should be? interesting to watch.
